Delegate to the second special U.N. 
Assembly on Palestine, made 
carefully 
hedged commitment 
to 
the 58-Nation Political Committee 
of the Assembly. The statement had 
the evident approval of President 
Truman 


Congressional Talks Assumed 


Authoritative sources said it could 
be assumed also that talks had been 
held with members of the U. S.

A British delegation official told 
newsmen that Britain already has 
made it clear to the United States 
she will not contribute troops to any 
military force in Palestine after 
August 1. That is the date the Brit­ 
ish have announced as the final 
deadline for their military evacua­ 
tion of the Holy Land. 
He said Britain cannot accept any 
responsibility for the government of 
Palestine after May 15, the date the

W.P.Reuther 
Shot In Home 


DETROIT, April 20 (;P) — Walter

jby a shotgun blast fired through the 
window of his home tonight, but an 
hour later a doctor said his condi­ 
tion W’ as "excellent, all things con­ 
sidered.” 
The assailant or assailants fired a 
shotgun charge through the kitchen 
window of Reuther’s home. 
The blast struck Reuther In the 
right arm, and first reports indicat­ 
ed the member w’as practically torn 
off at the elbow. Other pellets hit 
him in the side. 
Dr. Angelo Lenzl, a neighbor, who 
came to Reuther’s aid. said "the 
chest wall is pierced, but the lungs 
are not damaged.” 
Reuther was rushed to the operat- 
. ing room at Grace Hospital. 
Reuther’s personal physician. Dr. 
Raymond Sokolov, and associates 
.said a .surgeon had been summoned 
for con.siiltations. 
The UAW chieftain had just re­ 
turned home after presiding over a 
iUAW executive board meeting.

The Decision Italians 
Handed To Communists 
When the Italian voters went to the poiLs Sunday 
they made the most important electoral decision to 
date in this confused and menacing postwar era. 
The importance to the Italians was obvious: they 
decided between freedom and subjection to a police 
state. 
But the effects of their decision will reach 
far beyond Italy and even beyond Europe. 
A Communist victory in Italy would have out­ 
flanked Greece. Turkey and the Middle East, would 
have directly menaced iYance and all Germany, would 
have terrified the remaining neutrals and would have 
disheartened the free-loving peoples who have been 
tricked or forced into the Soviet orbit. 
The Com­ 
munist defeat—an overwhelming one—means that 
Ru.sso-Communiom cannot hope to expand through 
democratic means but must rely upon force against 
a stronger and vigilant West. 
The Communists have never yet won a clear-cut 
victory in a democratic election. 
Their successes 
have always been scored under the shadow of the 
Red Army. 
Since Italy is now beyond her military 
grasp, Russia relied upon a powerful fifth column, 
well financed by the Mascow treasury and using the 
devices of threats, lie.s, wild promises and trickery. 
The vote, w'hile incomplete as this is written, indi­ 
cates that that campaign was a complete failure. 
It 
failed partly because Western—and especially Ameri­ 
can—policy toward Italy has been generous and en­ 
lightened; partly becau.se of the horrible example of 
Czechoslovakia, and partly thanks to the basic com­ 
mon sense of the Italian people. 
Italy can se-^ that a democratic W'estern front is 
rising against Soviet expan.>ion. 
That alliance is 
economic as well as political and military. 
Now that 
Italy has, it v;ould ap|>ear, voted to remain free and 
independent she can enter that camp. 
Had she voted 
in her Communi ts and their Socialist stooges, she 
would have become a tool of Soviet world policy. 
Italy in the pa. t has contributed greatly to w'Cstern 
civilization. 
She was presented the opportunity to 
pre.scrve that culture in this test at the ballot box. 
Judging by th'^ rtturns which show a strong trend 
toward a thumping victory for the anti-Communist 
forces the opiw>rtuntty was not thrown away. 


Strange Career of 
Roxas Ends in Drama 
A singular career, with a dash of oriental subtlety 
In Its incidents and a stroke ot drama for its ending, 
rlo.N’cd In Manila a few days ago when the president of 
the Republic of the Philippines died a few hours after 
he had delivered a strong address in historic Clark 
Field against Communist aggression. 
What precF'di d his election was quite Interesting. 
After Pearl Harbor, MacArthiir aptxiinted him an aide 
with the rank of lieutenant colonel. 
He got away 
from Bataan and went to Mindanao w’here, as a 
brigadier general, he conducted a guerrilla campaign. 
When he surrendered to the Japanese, they sought to 
use him in their puppet government. 
He played sick, 
reducing his weight from 150 pounds to 114, to make 
his net convincing, but finally accepted a post as 
“food administrator.’* 
A collaborationist? So it w^as 
charged, but at the strategic moment MacArthiir 
announced that Roxas had been his contact man in 
the Philippines. 
Whatever MacArthur said went with 
the natives, and they gave his lieutenant a majority 
of more than 200.000 votes over the incumbent, Dergio 
Osmena. 
All of w’hich could hapiTcn only in farthest Asia, 
and only with a man of Douglas Mac Arthur’s sense of 
drama to intervene, both as back-stage protagonist, 
and as what the Latin playwrights used to call the 
deiis ex manchia. 
Roxas was a faithful president. 


Checking Non-Communist 
Affidavits Much Needed 
As most Communists are willing to commit perjury 
when “the cause” demands it, the Department of 
Justice is acting wisely in checking the non-Com- 
munlst affidavits which have been filed by labor union 
officials. 
So fa’* only a f(‘W’ false oaths have been 
uncovered, but the inquiry ha.s only begun and there 
are 30.000 statenm its to be studied. 
The Taft-Hartley Act, it should be recalled, re- 
quire.'i something more of union leaders than that they 
say they are not Communists. 
For their unions to 
be eligible for consideration by the National Labor 
Relations Board the officials must also declare that 
“they do not btiicve in” and arc not “a member of 
or support any organization that believes in or teaches 
the overthrow* (Y the United States government by 
force or by anv illegal or unconstitutional methods.’* 
This is a rather broad order and it was meant to 
be just that wiien the law* was passed. 
The intent 
w*as to leave no loopholes which fellow travelers, as 
distinguished from actual cardholders in the Com- 
muni'^t Party, could use to their advantage. 
As a 
result, the Department of Justice has a big field in 
which to operate during the course of Its investigations. 
No doubt the department is receiving valuable 
help from the FBI and the House committee on un- 
American Activities. 
Both agencies have extensive 
fîtes which can be useful in the effort to flush out 
men w*ho have not told the truth about their con­ 
nections with alien forces and organizations. 


Wof Can Be Avoided 
Gen. Lucius D Clay. United States military gover­ 
nor of Germany, says a policy of firmness toward 
Russia Is the only means of avoiding war. 
On the 
.s'cene in Berlin, the hottest spot at the moment, the 
American commander gives it as his opinion that 
pressure tactic< b\ the Soviet government w'ill not pay 
dividends in the long nin. 
When Russia becomes convinced that the United 
States Is going ahead with its general plans a policy 
of firmness will bring results, he is convinced. 
General CIa\ does not minimize the seriousness 
of conditions in Berlin, and points out the need for 
coniimicd firmness in dealings with Russia. 
But he 
does insist tha* war can be avoided only by making 
it clear that this countiy* has a determination to carry 
out its program in Europe and w’ill not brook 
interference. 
Speaking w*ith both authority and a know*ledge 
of the Situation, his opinions appear to be logical 
snd sound.

Furtherm ore, it 
is not as effec­ 
tive as originally 
anticipated. In the 
laboratory, 
the 
antibiotic 
over­ 
whelmed 
m any 
types of organ­ 
isms in test tubes 
but 
when 
the 
preparation 
was 
adm inistered 
to 
individuals 
su f­ 
fering 
from 
the 
m aladies produced by these germs, 
the results were often disappoint­ 
ing. N evertheless it proved valuable 
in some disorders for w hich there 
was no treatm en t and, therefore, 
deserves a place am ong the wonder 
drugs. 


U ntil streptom ycin cam e upon the 
scene there were kidney and bladder 
infections th a t did not respond to 
any other m edication including pen­ 
icillin. Victims of influenza are also 
helped especially w hen com plica­ 
tions 
develop. One of 
the m ost 
dreaded of such afterm ath s is in ­ 
fluenzal m eningitis w hich is p ar­ 
tial to children and it was encour­ 
aging to read recently th a t strep to ­ 
m ycin is working so well. 
T he influence of th e preparation 
on 
tjilerem ia 
(rabbit 
fever» 
was 
startlin g and should be good news 
to hunters, farm ers, and butchers. 
A fter instituting treatm ent, sym p­ 
tom s subside rapidly, in contrast 
to the several m onths of disability 
which has to be endured in th e 
past. Furtherm ore, th e outcom e is 
better, and fewer succumb. In addi­ 
tion, 
abscesses, 
pneum onia, 
and 
other infections due to organism s 
resistan t to the sulfonam ides an d 
penicillin are often relieved. 
O ne of th e m ost pi;blicized uses 
for th e drug centers about its ef­ 
fect on tuberculosis. In some forms, 
th e results are am azing; in others, 
disappointing. Tuberculosis of the 
larynx responds quickly. T he ou t­ 
look is good too in th e m ilitary 
foiTTi, one of th e m ost dangerous 
because the organism s reach th e 
blood stream and are dissem inated 
throughout the body. 


T he outcom e in pulm onary tu b er­ 
culosis is still debatable but it can 
be said 
th a t streptom ycin offers 
greater hope th a n any o th er tre a t­ 
m ent in th e past. Convalescence is 
m ore rapid w hen th e drug is com ­ 
bined w ith bed rest th a n on bed 
rest alone. In recent series in w hich 
245 cases each received 120 days 
of treatm en t, im provem ent w’as n o t­ 
ed in the m ajority. In m any. X -ray 
film s showed th a t the lesions h ad 
riisapjieared com pletely; in others, 
they were sm aller. 
In 10 per cent 
of th e patients, extension of the dis­ 
ease occurred and in 20 per cent 
of 120 cases, relapse took place from 
one to seven m onths a fte r therapy 
was discontinued. 
In th e patients who were benefit- 
ted, an average gain of 20 pounds 
took place during the three m onths 
th a t the injections were adm inis­ 
tered. They coughed less and in 32 
per cent, the m icroorganism s dis­ 
appeared from th e sputum . 
Streptom ycin is not entirely in ­ 
nocuous because reactions can oc­ 
cur. Six per cent of the above could 
not tolerate it. Dizziness is felt by 
the m ajority, especially w hen large 
doses are used, but is rarely severe 
and can usually be tolerated. T he 
sam e can be said of rashes and 
kidney irritations. The appearance 
of deafness is m ore serious, how­ 
ever, because it m ay be perm anent.

For years as chairm an of the 
House naval affairs com m ittee, 
Vinson ha.s gone down the line 
for the Navy. He was their best 
friend in Congress.

and universal training. 


A fterw ard.

Tlie Secretary for air. he claim ed, 
had a right to say w iiat he wi.<hcd. 
Finally Andrews gave m. As a re ­ 
sult, Sym ington was able to deliver 
his sen.sational w arning th a t Russia 
is building planes 12 tim es fa.ster 
th a n the U.S.A. 


This 
enraged 
Sym ington’s 
boss. Secretary of D efense For- 
reslal. 
.\ctuaily Forrestal 
had 
taken sides with the Admirals 
and did his best to sabotage 
Sym ington’s testim ony. 


First he sent an appeal to Vinson, 
urging him to come over to his of­ 
fice in the Pentagon Building at 
once. 
They had been close Allies 
in fighting for a powerful, tw o-ocean 
navy, and Forrestal hoped to appeal 
to Vinson's old navy loyalty. 
But the leathery G eorgian was in 
no mood to back down. He w ent to 
see Forrestal. but he brought along 
two 
close 
friends — Congressm an 
L,vndon Johnson and Paul Kilday. 
both Texas Democrats. Johnson *had 
served in the Navy during the w ar 
and helped to straighten out Arm y- 
Navy rivalries. 
Forrestal was cordial but insistent. 
R eferring to the Congressmen as 
“air seam en." he com plained th a t 
thej* had gone back on him . urged 
th at they delay their proposal for a 
70-group air force until he got a 
report from the joint chiefs of staff. 


“We have been getting reports 
on this for three years,’’ snapped 
\ inson. He reminded Forrestal 
that 
18 m onths 
ago. General 
Elsenhower 
had 
testified 
that 
the air force should not be a l­ 
lowed to fall below 70 groups. 
“Eisenhower," 
said 
Vinson 
bluntly, “is enough

Soft-Soaping Taber 
A fter failing with Vinson, F or­ 
restal next tried to soft-soap nickle- 


nursing 
appropriations 
chairm an 
T aber w’ho usually can ’t see bej’ond 
a dollar sign. F orrestal’s arithm etic 
easily convinced T aber th a t 70 air 
groups would cost money, and he 
prom ptly started to prune down th e 
air force appropriations bill. 
'The 
$922.000.000 necessary for the 70- 
group program was om itted. 
Scarcely had T aber reported the 
b ill out of com m ittee, however, th a t 
Vimson called in Johnson and K il­ 
day. 


“Forrestal has pulled the rug 
out from under the air force,’* 
he announced. “Now w e’ll have 
to pull th e rug out from under 
Forrestal. 
We’ve got the votes 
but Forrestal has Taber. All we 
have to do is get Taber.” 


T h a t sam e afternoon Vinson bu t­ 
tonholed Taber. 
If T aber w'ould 
support a 70-group a ir force, Vinson 
said th a t he would back an economy 
m easure to trim th e procurem ent 
costs by $100,000,000. This could be 
done 
by reinvoking the 
w artim e 
clause which gave th e air force 
authority to renegotiate profits. In 
other words, if a m anufacturer was 
able to produce a cheaper plane 
th a n estim ated, the air force could 
re-exam ine th e contract and cut 
excess profits. 
T aber called in SymingTon, asked 
w hether 
he 
could get 
along 
on 
$822,000,000 
for 
70 
groups. 
The 
youthful air secretary, however, said 
th a t $922,(KM),000 was the rock-bot­ 


tom figure. Next m orning Vinson 
him self called Sym ington, described 
th e plan to renegotiate profits. Sym ­ 
ington then agreed to do his utm ost 
to 
keep 
w ithin 
the 
$822,000,000 
figure. 
So an am endm ent was offered, 
raising th e plane procurem ent fund 
by $822,000,000 for a 70-group air 
force. 
B elieve it or not, but the- 
author of the am endm ent wa.s 
Taber, him self.

Lewis Played For Big Stake 


And Won; John Q. Public Pays

Liist November, Jo h n Lewis tu rn ­ 
ed down a better pension deal th an 
h e got last w*eek. The “neutral" 
trustee, Thom as E. M urray, offered 
to put $20,000,000 into the pension 
fund, m ake the age 60, and the 
plan retroactive to 1942, w ith some 
qualifications. 
Big 
John 
turned 
this down. M urray then resigned. 
Now only $5,(MX),000 is put in the 
pension fund, the age is 62, and the 
plan Is retroactive only 
to M ay 
28, 1946. Those who would now be 
draw ing pensions at the age of 60, 
and starting m 1942, are left hoid- 
ir 
the bag. 
M eantim e, the nation ha> lost 
40,000,0{K> tons of coal and 500.000 
tons of steel. Tlie railroads have 
lost vital* freight revenues, and fa c ­ 
tories have sustained huge losses. 
Tlie m iners’ strike forced 200,000 
steel workers, railroad m en. etc., out 
of 
work. 
Lost 
wages 
will 
total 
around $250,000,000. Thks is 50 tim es 
th e $5,000,000 put into the pension 
fund. A high price for peace w ith 
Lewis 
Settlem ent Is Temporary 
Last 
w eeks 
settlem ent 
is, 
of 
course, 
tem porary. 
It 
strengthens 
Big John for the next round. He 
can, and no doubt will, dem and 
th a t the age be reduced from 62 to 
60: 
th a t the retirem ent date 
be 
pushed back; th a t the royalty per 
ton of coal be increased to, say 40c 
a ton; and the benefits broadened. 
Scores of firm s have had com- 
pany-em plqyee pension system s for 
years. It is argued th at the extra 
hazards to life and health ju stn y 
pensions 
to 
m iners, 
although 
m 
th eir case the entire cost Is loaded 
off on the public. 
B ut the Lewis victory will not 
stop with the mem bers of the U nit­ 
ed Mine W orkers. Philip M urray 
and W illiam G reen read the new t- 
papers. Look forw ard to a wave of 
pension dem ands by unions every­ 
where, to be paid by a royalty tax 
on 
production. 
\^Tiy 
should 
the 
rest of us pay for our own life, 
h ealth and accident insurance and 
P|nsions, to which m iners are also 
eligible, when Lewis is given the 
power to unload th a t burden on the 
buyers of coal. 
Is it sound public policy to give 
any industry the power to levy a 
private tax on production for any 
purpose, 
however 
laudable? 
Al­ 
ready the m iners are talking uf 
raising the tax from 10 to 40c a ton. 


W’h a t next in coal, and throughout 
industry. 
Thom as M urray, the neutral tru s­ 
tee, resigned last January. From 
th a t tim e to last week, Lewis m ade 
no efforts to fill th a t vacancy, and 
refused the services of Mr. Ching, 
the governm ent’s m ediator. Did the 
strike, therefore, have any real jus­ 
tification? 
Played for Big Stakes and U ’on 
Big John 
was playing for 
big 
stakes and won. Because no one can 
get a pension unless he belongs to 
Lew'is’ union, Lewis no longer need.s 
th e legal machinery* of union elec­ 
tions or governm ental support of 
collective 
bargaining 
under 
the 
W agner Act. Pension rights are all 
he needs to get m iners to flock to 
his union. He has kicked th e T aft- 
H artley Law in the teeth —subject 
to a reverse kick from the courts. 
W hy should pensions be paid only 
to union m em bers? 
T his strike took place while the 
contract had still to run to July 
first. W ith the n atio n ’s coal stocks 
now depleted. Big John will be in 
a com m anding pasition to negotiate 
a better contract for next year. 
In building up a stranglehold la­ 
bor monopoly, Lewis is the ablest 
leader in the country*. Even if he is 
fined for contem pt, he is way ahead 
of the game. U nder existing law. 
Lewis can blockade America any­ 
tim e he chooses. 
But where does John Q. Public 
come out—the consum er who puts 
up the money for the pension fund? 
And how 
“sm a rt’’ will the pohticw 
played by Republican leaders orovc 
to be when the wave of pension 
dem ands rolls in?

Can Courts Command Respect 


And Obedience To Orders?

W ASHINGTON, April 20 — The 
right of individual m iners to quit 
work 
in 
protest 
against 
Judge 
Goldsborough's decision to convict 
Jo h n L. Lewis and 
the 
m iners’ 
union of contem pt cannot be ques­ 
tioned. but (Mie or m ore officers or 
leaders of the union cannot law ful­ 
ly persuade individual m iners to 
refrain from work. 
Tlie judge’s observation th a t 400,- 
000 m en do not stop work as in ­ 
dividuals but only in a concerttxi 
action is, of course, realistic. Labor 
unions, led by bosses, have told the 
ra n k and file th a t the G overnm ent 
cannot interfere with th e right to 
strike. T h at's true as long as the 
law of th e land does not qualify or 
lim it the right to strike. 
T he T afl-H artley law does say 
th at the right of the iiKiividual to 
quit work is upheld but th a t con­ 
certed action 
must 
wait 
certain 
steps, such as notifying the U. S. 
M ediation and Conciliation i^ervice 
and giving 60 days’ notice of a 
strike. Tlie m iners’ union disregard­ 
ed these plain provisions of the 
law and l^elieves them unconstitu­ 
tional. 
A law can be tested as to it>- con­ 
stitutionality 
b\ 
disregarding 
it. 
B ut when a court, which has the 
power to in te n e n e and 
Issue a 
tem porary restraining 
order, ck^- 
clares th a t conditions m ust rem ain 
as they are till the courts can pass 
on constitutionality, an entirely dif­ 
ferent questions presents itself. This 
is w hether the courts can com m and 
respect and compel obedience to 
th eir orders. 


Form of Intim idation 
W hen a few days ago. union 
spokesm en began to hint anony­ 
mously th a t there would be a work 
stoppage 
if 
Judge 
Goldsborough 
punished 
Lewis 
or 
the 
m iners’ 
union, this was a form of in tim i­ 
dation. T he local leaders of the 
m iners m ay not have m eant it a.> a 
deliberate effort to coerce the court, 
because doubtlcs.s m any of them do 
not know the law ’s requirem ents. 
B ut th e effect was th e same. C er­ 
tainly the m iner's im ion has law ­ 
yers com petent to tell th e leadei.'^ 
and local officers th a t any attem pt 
to intim idate a court before it m akes 


its decision is highly dangerous and 
can be punished. 
W hat will happen if th e m iners 
refuse to m ine coal? Production 
cannot be obtained by court orders, 
but th ere Is not m tich use of court,^ 
or production or anything else If 
Ivnch law Is to prevail in America— 
if unions are to use th eir economic 
power to th rea ten th e country w ith 
dam age because courts insist on 
proceeding in an orderly way to 
conduct the legal business of th e 
country. 
It would not be surprising If the 
Suprem e Court of th e U ntied S tates 
prom ptly takes th e case under ap­ 
peal and expeditiously renders a 
division. T he Lewis m aneuver last 
tim e was to order th e m iners back 
to work so th a t the work stoppage 
would not be going on w hile the 
Suprem e Court considered th e case. 
It m ay be th at, iipmi form ulating 
the papers for appeal, th e miners* 
union executive will ask all m em ­ 
bers to go tKick to wark. U ntil some 
such order comes frm n th e m iners’ 
union, there could be a tendency 
to rebel and wait fu rth e r develop­ 
m ents. 
Leaders in Fnibarra.ssing Situation 
Incidentally, the m iners’ union 
executives are in an em barrassing 
situation. Tlicir plea to the C ourt 
was th at they had “settled’’ th e 
work stoppage as a consequence of 
the M artm -B ridges scheme. B ut If 
it turns out th at th e m iners stay 
aw ay from the mines, it would In­ 
dicate th at the mork s t o p p a g e 
w asn’t settled at all. This would 
place upon Lewis and all th e p rin ­ 
cipal officers of the union th e re ­ 
sponsibility 
of 
taking 
im m ediate 
steps to urge the m en publicly to go 
back to work. If this were not done, 
it would imply th a t th e m iners’ of­ 
ficers are saying they have no con­ 
trol over th eir union. 
T he assum ption of Judge Golds- 
boroiigh is th at the officers do t ni- 
trol the union. It would not be sur- 
prLsing if additional fines and pain- 
ishm ents were added by the Court 
in the event th at the imkm d c, 
not soon purge itself of contem pt 
by calling off th e ol<i work st »p o: e 
and the new one that m ay be in 
process of development a.-, a protest 
against the court's own decision.

The Decision Italians 
Handed To Communists 
W hen the Italian voters w ent to th e polls Sunday 
they m ade the m ost Im portant electoral decision to 
date in this confused and m enacing postw ar era. 
The im portance to the Italians m*as obvious: they 
decided between Ireedom and subjection to a police 
state. 
But th e effects of their decision will reach 
far beyond Italy and even beyond Europe. 
A Com m unist victory in Italy would have out­ 
flanked Greece. Turkey and the Middle EaM, would 
have directly menaced France and all G erm any, would 
have terrified th e rem aining neutrals and would have 
disheartened the free-loving peoples who have been 
tricked or forced into the Soviet orbit. 
The Com­ 
m unist defeat—an overwhelm ing one—m eans th a t 
Russo-Comm un ism cannot hope to expand through 
dem ocratic m eans but m ust rely upon force against 
a stronger and vigilant West. 
The Communists have never yet won a clear-cut 
victory in a dem ocratic election. 
T heir successes 
have always been scored under the shadow of the 
Rod Army. 
Since Italy Is now beyond her m ilitary 
grasp, Russia relied upon a powerful fifth colum n, 
well f inanced by the Moscow treasury and using th e 
devices of threats, lies, wild promises and trickery. 
The vote, while Incomplete as th is Is written, indi­ 
cates that that cam paign was a complete failure.

Roxas Ends in Drama 
A singular career, with a dash of oriental subtlety 
in Its incidents and a stroke of drama for IL* ending, 
clo.s'ed In M anila a few days ago when the president of 
the Republic of the Philippines died a few hours after 
he had delivered a strong address in historic Clark 
Meld against Communist aggression. 
W hat preceded his election was quite interesting. 
After Pearl Harbor MacArthur appointed him an aide 
w ith th e rank of lieutenant colonel. 
He got away 
from B ataan and w ent to M indanao where, as a 
brigadier general, he conducted a guerrilla cam paign. 
W hen he surrendered to the Japanese, they sought to 
use him in their puppet governm ent. 
He played sick, 
reducing his weight from 150 pounds to 114, to m ake 
his act convincing, but finally accepted a past as 
“food administrator.** 
A collaborationist4* So it was 
charged, but at the strategic m om ent M acA rthur 
announced th a t Roxas had been his contact m an in 
th e Philippines. 
W hatever M acA rthur said w ent with 
the natives, and they gave his lieutenant a m ajority 
of more th an 200.000 votes over the incum bent, Dergio 
Qstnena. 
All of which could happen only in farth est Asia. 
and only w ith a m an of IXmgl&s Mac A rthur’s sense of 
dram a to Intervene, both as back-stage protagonist, 
and as what the Latin playw rights used to call the 
deus ex m anchia.

Checking Non-Communist 
Affidavits Much Needed 


As most Com m unists are willing to commit perjury 
when “the cause** dem ands it. the D epartm ent of 
Justice is acting wisely In checking the non-C om ­ 
m unist affidavits which have been filed by labor union 
officials. 
So far only a few false oaths have been 
uncovered, but th* inquiry has only begun and there 
are 30.000 statem ents to bt* studied. 
T he T a ft-H artley Act, it should be recalled, re­ 
quires something more of union leaders th an th a t they 
say they are no* Com m unists. 
For th eir unions to 
bt' eligible for consideration by the N ational Labor 
Relations Board the officials must also declare th a t 
“they do not believe in ” and are not “a m em ber of 
or support any organization th a t believes in or teaches 
th e overthrow of the U nited States government by 
force or by arn- illegal or unconstitutional m ethods ’* 
This is a rasher broad order and it was m eant to 
be Just th a t when the law was passed. 
Tile in ten t 
w a' to leave no loopholes which fellow travelers, as 
distinguished from actual cardholders in the Com­ 
m unist Party, could use to their advantage. 
As a 
result, the D epartm ent of Justice has a big field in 
which to operate during the course of its investigations. 
No doubt the departm ent Is receiving valuable 
help from the FBI and the House com m ittee on un- 
American Activities. 
Both agencies have extensive 
fifes which can be useful in the effort to flush out 
men who have not told the tru th about their con­ 
nections with alien forces and organizations. 


War Can Be Avoided

Effect* Of Streptomycin 


Streptomycin 
was 
introduced 
. jut years ago and considerable pro­ 
gress has been made in evaluating 
its usefulness. The drug will not 
replace penicillin or the sulfona­ 
mides because it 
is used rn an en­ 
tirely 
different 
group of diseases. 
Furthermore, it 
is not as effec­ 
tive as originally 
anticipated. In the 
laboratory. 
the 
antibiotic 
over­ 
whelmed 
many 
types of organ­ 
isms in test tubes 
but 
when 
the 
preparation 
was 
administered 
to 
individuals 
suf­ 
fering from the 
maladies procured by these germs, 
the results were often disappoint­ 
ing. Nevertheless it proved valuable 
in some disorders for which mere 
was no treatment and, therefore, 
deserves a place among the wonder 
drugs. 


Until streptomycin came upon the 
scene there were kidney and bladder 
infections that did not respond to 
any oilier medication including pen­ 
icillin Victims of influenza are also 
helped especially when compile* • 
t ions develop. One of the most 
dreaded of such aftermaths is in­ 
fluenzal meningitis which is par­ 
tial to cliildren and it was encour­ 
aging to read recently that strepto­ 
mycin is working so well. 
The influence of the preparation 
on tpleremia <rabbit 
fever* 
was 
startling and should be good news 
lo hunters, farmers, and butchers. 
After instituting treatment, symp­ 
toms subside rapidly, in contrast 
to the several months of disability 
which has to be endured in the 
past. Furthermore, the outcome Is 
better, and fewer succumb. In addi­ 
tion, 
abscesses, 
pneumonia, 
and 
other infections due to organisms 
resistant to the sulfonamides and 
penicillin are often relieved. 
One of the most publicized uses 
for tile drug centers about its ef­ 
fect on tuberculosis. In some forms, 
the results are amazing; in others, 
disappoint mg. Tuberculosis of the 
larynx responds quickly. The out­ 
look is good too in the military 
hum. one of the most dangerous 
because the organisms reach the 
blood stream and are disseminated 
throughout the body. 


The outcome in pulmonary tuber­ 
culosis is still debatable but it can 
be said that streptomycin offers 
greater hope than any other treat­ 
ment in the past. Convalescence is 
more rapid when the drug is com­ 
bined with bed rest than on bed 
re I alone. In recent series in which 
245 cases each received 120 days 
ot treatment, improvement was not­ 
ed in the majority. In many. X-ray 
films showed that the lesions had 
disap]>eared completely; in ©tilers, 
they were smaller, In IO per cent 
f Xtentfon of the dis­ 
ease occurred and in 20 per cent 
of 120 cases, relapse took place from 
one to seven months aller therapy 
was discontinued 
In the patients who were benefit­ 
ted. an average gam of 20 pounds 
took place during Die three months 
that the injections were adminis­ 
tered. They coughed less and in 32 
per rent, the microorganisms dis­ 
appeared from the sputum. 
Streptomycin is not entirely in­ 
nocuous because reactions can oc­ 
cur. Six per cent of the above could 
not tolerate it. Dizziness is felt by 
the majority, especially when large 
doses are used, but is rarely severe 
and can usually be tolerated. The 
same can be said of rashes and 
kidney irritations. The appearance 
of deafness is more serious, how­ 
ever. because it may be permanent.

WASHINGTON. April 20. — No 
legislative buttle m recent year* ha* 
witnessed so much backstage wire­ 
pulling and so much crimson cm 
one cabinet members face as the 
row over whether the UFA. should 
be defended by TO air groups. 
Ironically, the man who finally 
engineered the overwhelming 343- 
to-3 House vote far a big air force 
was the Navy'* b o t friend in Con­ 
gress—hard-as-nails Rep. Carl Vin­ 
son of Georgia. 
The veteran Democrat not only 
browbeat the measure through the 
House, but outfoxed Secretary of 
Defence Jim Forrestal every step 
of the way. Finally, Vinson even 
performed the miracle of winning 
penny-pinching John Taber, chair­ 
man of the appropriations commit­ 
tee. over to a 70-group air force. 
Here is the amazing, behind-the- 
scenes story: 


For years as chairman of the 
llotivr naval affairs committer. 
I in von has zone down the line 
for the Navy. Hr was their best 
friend in Congress. 
But three 
weeks ago Vinson deserted the 
Navy, insisted upon hearing the 
air force's story simultaneously 
with arguments for the draft 
and universal training. 


Afterward. 
Georgia 
Democrat 
Vinson huddled with Texas Demo­ 
crat Lyndon Johnson, another Navy 
man now an air advocate, and the 
two scrawled a resolution on the 
back of an office memo, calling for 
a 70-group air force. Next day they 
hammered this resolution through 
the armed services committee by a 
23-to-0 vote. 
Muzzling Symington 
However, when Secretary for Air 
Stuart Symington appeared before 
the committee. Chairman Walter 
Andrews, 
New 
York 
Republican, 
warned 
him not to mention 
70 
groups. 
He must only testify re­ 
garding 
the draft and UHT, An­ 
drews 
im tincted. 
Andrews 
was 
elected to Congress by the people of 
Buffalo. N. Y., next door to 
the 
congressional district of Symington s 
father-in-law. G.O.P. Jim Wads­ 
worth of Geneseo. N. Y. Neverthe­ 
less Andrews did not want Syming­ 
ton to talk. 


“Wail 
a 
minute.” 
snorted 
Vinson. 
“We don’t want any 
censorship.** 


Tile Secretary for air. lie claimed, 
had a right to say what he wished. 
Finally Andrews gave in. As a re­ 
sult, Symington was able to deliver 
his sensational warning that Russia 
is building planes 12 times faster 
than the US A 


This 
enraged 
Symington’s 
boss. Secretary of Defense For- 
restal. 
Actually Forrestal had 
taken sides with the Admirals 
and did his best to sabotage 
Symington’s testimony. 


First he sent an appeal to Vinson, 
urging him to come over to his of­ 
fice in the Pentagon Building at 
once. They had been close Allies 
in fighting for a powerful, two-ocean 
navy, and Forrestal hoped to appeal 
to Vinson’s old navy loyalty. 
But the leathery Georgian was in 
no mood to back down. He went to 
see Forrestal. but he brought along 
two close friends — Congressman 
Lyndon Johnson and Paul Kilday, 
both Texas Democrats. Johnson‘had 
served in the Navy during the war 
and helped to straighten out Army- 
Navy rivalries. 
Forrestal was cordial but insistent. 
Referring to the Congressmen as 
“air seamen.” he complained that 
they had gone back on him. urged 
tha; they delay their proposal for a 
70-group air force until he got a 
report from the Joint chiefs of staff. 


“We have been getting reports 
on this for three years,” snapped 
Vinson. He reminded Forrestal 
that IS month* ago. General 
eisenhower had testified that 
the air force should not he al­ 
lowed to fall below II groups. 
“Eisenhower.” 
said 
Vinson 
bluntly, “is enough 
c h i e f of 
staff for me.” 


Soft-Soaping Taber 
After falling with Vinson. For- 
rcstal next tried to soft-soap nirkle- 


i< urging

chairman 
Tuber who usually c a n t ace beyond 
a dollar sign. Forrest a1* arithmetic 
easily convinced Tiber that 70 air 
group* would coat money, and he 
promptly started to prune down the

Lewis Played For Big Stake 


And Won; John Q. Public Pays

Last November, John Lewis turn­ 
ed down a better pension deal than 
lie got last week. The "neutral” 
trustee. Thomas E. Murray, offered 
to put $20,000,000 into the pension 
fund, make the age 60. and the 
plan retroactive to 1942. with some 
qualifications. 
Big 
John 
turned 
this down. Murray then resigned. 
Now only $5,000,000 is put in the 
pension fund, the age is 62, and the 
plan is retroactive only to May 
28. 1946. Those who would now be 
drawing pensions at the age of 60, 
and starting in 1942. are left hold- 
ir 
the bag. 
Meantime, the nation has lost 
40.000.000 tons of coal and 500.000 
tons of steel. Tile railroads have 
lost vital*freight revenues, and fac­ 
tories have sustained huge losses. 
Tile miners’ strike forced 200,000 
steel workers, railroad men. etc., out 
of 
work. 
Lost 
wages 
will total 
around $250,000,000. This is 50 times 
the $5,000,000 put into the pension 
fund. A high price for peace with 
Lewis 
Settlement I* Temporary 
Last 
weeks 
settlement 
is, 
of 
course, temporary. It strengthens 
Big John for the next round. He 
can, and no doubt will, demand 
that the age be reduced from 62 to 
60; that the retirement date be 
pushed back; that the royalty per 
ton of coal be increased to, say 40c 
a ton; and the benefits broadened. 
Sc ores of firms have had com- 
pany-employee pension systems for 
years. It is argued that the extra 
hazards to life and health Justly 
pensions to miners, although rn 
their case the entire cost is loaded 
off on the public. 
But the Lewis victory will not 
stop with the members of the Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers. Philip Murray 
and William Green read the news­ 
papers. Look forward to a wave of 
pension demands by unions every­ 
where, to be paid by a royalty tax 
on production. Why should the 
rest of us pay for our own life, 
health and accident insurance and 
papsions. to which miners are also 
eligible, when Lewis is given the 
power to unload that burden on the 
buyers of coal. 
Is it sound public policy to give 
any industry the power to lev) a 
private tax on production for any 
purpose, 
however 
laudable? 
Al­ 
ready the miners are talking of 
raisins the tax from IO to Mr a ton. 


What next in coal, and throughout 
industry. 
Thomas Murray, the neutral trus­ 
tee, resigned last January. From 
that time to last week. Lewis made 
no efforts to fill that vacancy, and 
refused the services of Mr. Ching, 
the government's mediator. Did the 
strike, therefore, have any real Jus­ 
tification? 
Flayed for Big Stakes and TVon 
Big John was playing for big 
stakes and won. Because no one can 
get a pension unless he belongs to 
Lewis* union. Lewis no longer needs 
the legal machinery of union elec­ 
tions or governmental support of 
collective 
bargaining 
under 
the 
Wagner Act. Pension rights are all 
he needs to get miners to flock to 
his union. He has kicked the Taft- 
Hartley Law in the teeth—subject 
to a reverse kick from the courts. 
Why should pensions be paid only 
to union members? 
This strike took place while the 
contract had still to run to July 
first. With the nation’s coal stocks 
now depleted, Big John will be in 
a commanding position to negotiate 
a better contract for next year. 
In building up a stranglehold la­ 
bor monopoly, Lewis is the ablest 
leader in the country. Even if he is 
fined for contempt, he is way ahead 
of the game. Under existing law. 
Lewis can blockade America any­ 
time he chooses. 
But where does John Q. Public 
come out—the consumer who puts 
up the money for the pension fund? 
And how 
"smart ’ will the poetic* 
played by Republican leaders orovc 
to be when the wave of pension 
demands rolls in?

Goldsboro^ ha decision to convict 
John L. Lewis and the miners* 
union of contempt cannot be ques­ 
tioned. but one or more officers or 
leaders of the union cannot lawful­ 
ly persuade individual miners to 
refrain from work. 
The Judges observation that 400.- 
000 men do not stop work as in­ 
dividuals but only in a concerted 
action is. of course, realistic. Labor 
union*, led by bosses, have told the 
rank and file that the Government 
cannot interfere with the right to 
strike. That’s true as long as the 
law of the land does not qualify or 
limit the right to strike. 
The Tlsft-Hartlrv law does say 
that the right of the individual to 
quit work is upheld but that con­ 
certed action must walt certain 
steps, such bs notifying the U. 8. 
Mediation and Conciliation Ben ice 
and giving 00 days’ notice of a 
strike. The miners union disregard­ 
ed these plain provision* of the 
law and (pile* es them unconstitu­ 
tional.

You don’t see a country bv the 
main roads—but by mean* of the 
by-paths, that creep into the hidden 
home places, the gardens, farms, 
and the sequestered beauties of 
Nature. Morley Roberts tells tis that 
W. H Hudson, the naturalist, loved 
these by-paths, and that he sought 
out these. In preference to the 
"dusty and well-used highway.” He 
also tells us that he loved to hunt 
out the neglected poets and for­ 
gotten writers.

Hearn 
was 
another 
writer who sought unusual and 
strange writers all over the world, 
and he wrote a book about them. In 
my own library are little books that 
I have picked up. here and there — 
books containing unusual facts and 
Interesting data 
about 
life and 
people. One is a tiny book, nearly a 
hundred years old, about oysters. 
These may well be called the by­ 
paths of literature. 
Many of our books have small- 
type footnotes at the bottom of 
their pages. TTiesc are often passed 
bv and left unread, but frequently 
they hold Important clues and In­ 
teresting data that should not be 
passed by. I have learned never to 
neglect them. They are the by-paths 
to a book. 
Robert Frost illustrated this point 
in one of his most beautiful poems, 
entitled "The Road Not Taken." 
He said: 
"Two roads diverged In a wood, 
and I— 
I took the one less traveled by, 
And that has made all the differ­ 
ence.” 
Many years ago my son and I 
took a trip through Nova Scotia 
and when we crossed Into Cape 
Breton Island I suggested that we 
leave the main roads and Just take 
the winding, untraveled ones. This 
we did and they took us to the most 
Interesting little settlements, islands 
streams, and fishing villages. It was 
one of the happiest trips I have ever 
taken. Memories of Isle Madame 
for example, remain vividly In my 
mind. 
I read very few ‘best sellers ” ! 
stick to the classics—those which 
have proved the test of time. They 
may be termed the main roads In 
literature. Arid then I select the by­ 
path writers, the unusual and ne­ 
glected, like Mary Webb. Ray Boyle. 
R- B. Cunninghame Graham, and 
Rumer Oodden. The by-paths are 
never crowded!
